| o only inconsistency we can find in the refreshing lucidity of the Franks 

Report lies in two statements that the frequency of planning appeals is, 
first, about 6,000 a year, and then, 600 a month. The Committee was set up 
shortly after Crichel Down to consider the constitution and working of admin- 
istrative tribunals and inquiries; its terms of reference were, however, carefully 
limited to preclude investigation into the cause of Commander Marten’s 
suffering. The thoroughness of the work done in the fields left open to the 
Committee may well embarrass the Departments concerned. In broad terms, 
the Committee find that, since tribunals and inquiries are concerned with 
disputes between an individual and authority, they are essentially judicial and 
not administrative, and should therefore be divorced from the administration 
and conducted in such a way that their openness, fairness and impartiality 
are beyond question. 

The majority of the Committee’s recommendations concern neither building 
nor architecture, but sound and constructive proposals have been made on 
inquiries into Development Plans and Compulsory Purchase Orders, and a 
number of detailed suggestions relate to Planning Applications and Appeals. 
Essentially these are: 

that local authorities should always discuss applications with the applicant when 
refusal is contemplated; 

that owners and others affected should be informed of third party applications 
and be allowed to state their views; 

that authorities give fu// reasons for refusals or conditions; 

that the authority be required to state its case before an inquiry and that the 
Minister be required, when necessary, to make a statement of relevant policy; 

that inspectors be placed under the control of the Lord Chancellor and, in certain 
cases, be empowered to decide the issue; 

that, before transmission to the Minister, inspectors’ reports concerning findings 
of fact be sent to the parties so that corrections may be considered; 

that the full inspector’s report be published with the Minister’s decision; 

that costs be awarded and follow the decision; and 

that a Court should decide questions concerning what is 

Act. 

The first proposal we list goes to the root of the matter. If the applicant, 
whose proposals were likely to be rejected, were allowed to state his case before 
the planning committee, then many unnecessary refusals would be avoided, 
and even the unsuccessful applicant would have less cause to consider himself 
injured by the processes of arbitrary officialdom. The Franks Committee 
appear to have been informed that the suggested course was usual practice, 
but their comments upon this are somewhat wry. It is a matter for regret 
that the RIBA appear to have seen fit to refuse or ignore the Committee’s 
invitation to give evidence—their help on this matter would have been valuable. 
The other proposals, which all tend to even the scales of justice between the 
individual and authority, would help to ensure that the proper decision is 
reached at the initial stage much more often than under present procedure. 

It will be difficult to find one person who will disagree with the clear and 
reasoned analysing of the report or with more than a few of its recommendations. 
That there may well be considerable opposition from government departments 
must not be allowed to set aside its fine intentions.

£17m. London Airport Scheme 


MPHE ambitious £17m. development plan 

for the extension of the central 
terminal area of London Airport to meet 
the expected great increase in traffic up to 
1970 which is proposed in the report of 
the Millbourn Committee, published on 
August 1, may leave this great airport 
out on a limb if the British Transport 
Commission do not soon overcome their 
apparent inertia and make up their minds 
on the form that a new rail link with 
Central London will take.. The alterna- 
tive would seem to be an airport hand- 
ling up to nearly 6,000 passengers an hour 
at peak periods on the outskirts of the 
capital, but which is virtually barred from 
quick access to its inner areas, for who 
can doubt that, despite improvement 
schemes, congestion on the roads will 
become greater rather than less in the 
next decade. 

Reference is made in the report to an 
investigation by the BTC of the practic- 
ability of a rail link from the centre of 
London to the airport. Should a rail link 
be decided upon, say the committee, its 
construction should be planned in phase 
with the airport development to avoid 
waste, delay and unnecessary disturb- 
ance. The BTC may have good technical 
reasons for being opposed to the mono- 
rail solution of the problem, but if our 
grandfathers could construct the intricate 
network of the London tube, with less 
technical knowledge than we have now, it 
is difficult to believe that a modern tube 
with the outlying parts at surface level, 
would be an impracticable proposition.

Specific recommendations of the com- 
mittee are that preparation of designs for 
the new long-haul passenger building 
should be put in hand without delay; 1m- 
provements to the main approaches to the 
airport should be given urgent considera- 
tion; and that a second building for short- 
haul operators would be required ‘ before 
long. The committee also recommend 
that urgent consideration should be given 
to the second stage of development at 
Gatwick Airport and to the possibility 
that a third airport may need to be 
developed by 1970. 

No architect or civil engineer has yet 
been appointed for the London Airport 
extensions as the plans are at an early 
stage. 


Surplus Services Land 


iHE RETRENCHMENTS proposed in the 
Service establishments will inevitably 
mean that some surplus of land at pre- 
sent in the Department’s possession will 
be made available for distribution. Some 
of this land is in areas which make 1 
eminently desirable that it should not be 
disposed of piecemeal but planned as a 
unit, a matter obviously one for the 
county or local planning authorities. 

An announcement in a London even- 
ing paper some days ago made it appear 
that this course was not to be followed 
but that the Service Departments were 
considering disposing of their holdings 
by private treaty. It is therefore good 
news that, as a result of the initiative of 
Mr. Sidney Loweth and Sir Alfred 
Bossom, MP, the Service Departments 
have agreed to inform local planning 
authorities of all land available for dis- 
posal. This decision is made known ina

A Rising Profession 

THE growing complexity of the prob. 
lems of land use in this country, with its 
great concentration of population in g 
small area, point the need for sensitive 
and sensible design of the open spaces 
surrounding new housing estates, factor. 
ies and existing towns, but at the moment 
there is a shortage of trained people 
capable of taking on this new work. It 
is timely, therefore, that an exhibition on 
‘The Career of Landscape Architecture’ 
has been arranged to take place at the 
Building Centre, WC1, from October 3 to 
17 next, under the patronage of the Insti- 
tute of Landscape Architects and the 
Universities of Durham, Reading, Lon- 
don and the Leeds College of Art. 

The exhibition is being designed to 
catch the eye both of educationists, who 
may be expected to influence the young 
in taking up landscape architecture as a 
career, and young people themselves who 
may decide to choose this profession. 
There will be two main sections to the 
exhibition, the first illustrating the subject 
and its attendant problems and _ the 
second showing the work of students at 
the universities which have established 
courses. 


School Building in Essex 


TO ACCOMMODATE the growing school 
population in the area, Essex County 
Council Education Committee have con- 
tinued to carry out an extensive building 
programme in spite of such problems as 
finance and limitations set by the Ministry 
of Education. In a Special Building 
Supplement issued yearly the work 
accomplished during that period in the 
building of new schools and _ schoo! 
extensions is reviewed. 

The supplement is lavishly illustrated 
with exterior and interior photographs of 
new school buildings in Essex. These illus- 
trations show that the pattern followed in 
primary schools is that of the self-con- 
tained classroom with its own lavatories, 
coat space and work space. In junior 
schools, however, there is a tendency to 
more sophistication in the accommo- 
dation for the senior classes. 

In the year under review, from April 
1956 to April 1957, 18 new primary 
schools and nine secondary schools and 
school extensions were opened, giving 
accommodation for 8,174 children besides 
further education and special school 
accommodation. Moreover, the year 
closes with more than 70 new schools 
under construction and some three dozen 
more at various stages of planning, and 
with a large future programme agree 
by the Minister of Eduction. The County 
Architect is Mr. H. Conolly, CBE, 
FRIBA.

THE POST-WAR EXPANSION of the refinery at Shell Haven has resulted in a considerable increase of 
staff, with consequent accommodation difficulties. A main office building, designed to house all 
administration departments, including the refinery manager and his senior administration and 
technical staff, the drawing office, the accountancy sections and the training wing, was required. 
Piling was started in late September, 1955, and the contract let for the building in the early days of 
1956. Construction was completed early this year. 

The site is alongside the approach road to the west site refinery and is completely flat, without 
trees and somewhat exposed. The openness of the site together with the surrounding refinery 
tanks and plant tend to falsify the impression of scale. 

It was considered that, in principle, the shorter the time of erection the less the cost and that, 
taking the planning and erection time together, time spent in working out full details beforehand 
is cheaper than time wasted on the job. 

The structural system, therefore, consists of vertical ‘H’ frames at 6 ft. 8 in. centres, each three 
storeys high with steel base plates (like a normal steel stanchion) connected to the foundation con- 
crete and with light steel connections between frames and bars projecting into the in-situ floors. 

Inverted ‘T’ floor beams are of 40 ft. span with a castellated top and bars projecting for connec- 
tion into the in-situ floor and with the ‘H’ frames.

In-situ reinforced concrete floors cast on asbestos cement 
shuttering left in position which, in turn, was supported on 
timber fillets each side of the inverted ‘T’ beams. 

The suspended ceilings to the offices are in acoustic fibrous 
plaster. Office floors are in cork, terrazzo being used for 
lavatories and staircases. The demountable partitions are 
grey enamelled steel. The refinery manager’s office and 
conference room on the top floor have elm and teak veneered 
walls. 

The canteen will provide a 24-hour shift service for workers, 
supervisory staff and senior staff on the ‘East Side’ of the 
refinery. In addition to the meals service, there are also a 
shop, and a medical centre with its own ambulance service. 

The site is in the heart of the refinery, surrounded by tankage 
and installations. Use was made of an existing concrete hard- 
standing and, in order to avoid disturbance by vibration from 
piling operations, foundations were designed at shallow depth 
of considerable width in order not to exceed 500 Ib. sq. ft. 
loading. 

Walls are plastered and treated with emulsion paint, with 
large areas of tiling in the kitchen departments. Floors are 
thermoplastic tile finish in canteens and medical centre and 
quarry tile in kitchen areas.

HESE churches (a third has just been 
completed at Willenhall) were designed 
at the request of the late Bishop of Coventry, 
Dr. Neville Gorton. By standardisation and 
close co-operation with the contractors, 
the cost of the church, church hall and 
campanile at each site has been kept down 
to about £16,000.

Elemental Bills Again 
To the Editor of The Builder 


SIR, —I believe Mr. H. M. Stafford has 
got to the root cause of the con- 
troversy (your issue of August 2) when he 
pinpoints the sponsors of elemental bills.

No doubt they can be an advantage 
in particular circumstances, but too much 
publicity in respect of their doubtful 
virtues can mislead architects who in turn 
may request their quantity surveyors to 
prepare elemental bills in cases where 
they are unnecessary and probably un- 
suitable. 

I would like to answer Mr. Nigel Rose 
(also your issue of August 2). 1am not 
responsible for dragging the elemental 
bill off the shelf again, since it has recently 
been the subject of a series of meetings 
which have been fully reported in the 
Journal of the RICS and in the Archi- 
tects’ Journal. From these meetings one 
thing seems clear: the arguments presen- 
ted in support of elemental bills are not 
very convincing. Mr. Rose says * forget, 
to start with, anything you may have 
heard about elemental bills and study the 
possibilities of cost planning and control.’ 
Surely, as has been said before, this can 
be done by any competent quantity sur- 
veyor without preparing a different form 
of bill. 

Finally, I wish to apologise to Mr. 
E. H. Wilson for attributing to him in 
your issue of July 19 a statement which 
was in fact made by someone else.

GIR, —May I emphasise the very perti- 
"nent obiter dictum about the writing 
of the specification in Mr. Stafford’s letter 
on elemental bills in your issue of 
August 2. 

The position is that the RIBA scale of 
fees now gives the architect the (easier) 
alternative to a specification of ‘such par- 
ticulars as are necessary for the preparation 
of bills of quantities’ (sometimes very 
skimpy and left to question and answer). The 
later reference to the specification in the 
scale is in the same breath, so to speak, 
as the mention of copies of the drawings 
(preparation of which has also been pre- 
viously covered), and therefore means only 
the typing, binding, etc. of the two copies. 
The RICS have confirmed to me that the 
quantity surveyors’ scale does not include 
the writing of the specification. 

It is time that the two bodies concerned 
faced the facts (I believe one calls it 
being ‘realistic’ these days) and decided 
whether a specification is necessary, what 
its nature should be, and who should pre- 
pare it and (presumably) be paid for doing 
so.

PILGRIM [FRICS]. 
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A Labour Problem 
To the Editor of The Builder 


<1R,—I am interested in the letter (your 

issue of August 2) from Mr. F. D. 
Whiting, of Townsends (Builders), Ltd., 
with copy of his letter addressed to the 
Federation of Master Builders. 

1 have complained of this matter on a 
number of occasions over a period of years. 
I believe Mr. Whiting’s experience is com- 
mon throughout the industry and it is well 
known by the Holiday Pay Management 
Committee, Trade Unions and the Federa- 
tion, but nothing is done about it. So far 
as the unions are concerned, their reply 
to me on one occasion was: ‘We are not 
interested in what our members do; we are 
only concerned with what they get,’ so I 
do not think there is much use in looking 
to the unions for any assistance. 

I believe this practice is one which adds 
considerably to the cost of building, and it 
is in the interests of all concerned that the 
matter be thoroughly investigated. It does 
seem unfair that an unreliable type of man 
need work only perhaps one-third of the 
year and receive the same amount of 
holiday pay as a genuine worker. 

I was also interested to read on p. 218 
of The Builder under the heading of 
‘Builders Warned’ that a member of the 
Coseley Urban Council intends to insist on 
the best quality material and labour. 1 sug- 
gest that the percentage of really good 
labour is not more than 10 per cent. of the 
whole, and consider such a statement to be 
out of date. After all, the contract states 
that work shall be to the reasonable satis- 
faction of the architect, and ‘reasonable 
satisfaction’ has to be considered in all 
circumstances and conditions. I think the 
councillor should use discretion.

It amazes me when I see a house being 
built with beautiful hand-made facing 
bricks, and on the roof an interlocking 
tile to save a few pounds on the most 
vulnerable part of the building.

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The Telford Bicentenary 


A GREAT ENGINEER REMEMBERED 


BUILDER of roads, bridges, canals, 

aqueducts, docks and harbours— 
perhaps the greatest civil engineer of his 
age—Thomas Telford was born on 
August 9, 1757, and appropriate bicen- 
tenary observances are now taking place, 
including an exhibition at the Institution 
of Civil Engineers, of which body he was 
the first president. A few facts about 
him may be recalled. 

Like some other distinguished engi- 
neers of his time, Telford was a Scot of 
humble origin. Born in Eskdale, Dum- 
friesshire, the son of a shepherd, he was 
educated at the parish school of Wester- 
kirk, and at the age of 15 was appren- 
ticed to a mason. In 1780 he removed 
to Edinburgh, and found employment on 
the New Town, which was then being 
built. In 1782 he migrated to London 
and worked as a. hewer on Somerset 
House, then in course of erection to the 
designs of Chambers; and two years later 
he obtained employment as superinten- 
dent of some building work at Ports- 
mouth Dockyard. 

Earlier, he had made the acquaintance 
of Mr. (later Sir) William Pulteney, of 
Bath, MP for Shrewsbury, a large land- 
owner in Shropshire, who helped him to 
obtain the post of Shropshire County 
Surveyor, which had become vacant. This 
brought him in touch with many influen- 
tial people, including the great Shrop- 
shire ironmasters, John Wilkinson and 
Abraham Darby, who had been foremost 
in promoting the construction, in 1779, 
of the revolutionary Iron Bridge at Coal- 
brookdale, from the designs of T. F. 
Pritchard, architect, of Shrewsbury. By 
' the influence of these powerful men and 
' others, Telford, in 1793, obtained the 
| appointment of agent, engineer and 
' architect to the Ellesmere Canal, which 
was to connect the Mersey, Dee and 
Severn rivers, and this gave him the op- 
portunity of showing his capacity for 
handling great engineering undertakings 
—two remarkable features of the work 
being the great aqueducts at Chirk and 
 Pont-Cysylltau. 


Project Abandoned 


In 1800 he was called to London to 
give evidence before a select committee of 
the House of Commons appointed to con- 
sider projects for the improvement of the 
Port of London, including the removal of 
old London Bridge. Telford was a master 
of masonry construction and built a great 
number of stone bridges, but his experi- 
ence in the ‘Iron District’ had opened 
his eyes to the great structural possibili- 
ties of iron (he built five iron bridges in 
Shropshire, including that at Buildwas, 
with a span of 130 ft., over the Severn— 
now demolished); and he now proposed 
that the new London Bridge should be a 
Single 600 ft. span of cast iron. Prelimin- 
ary works were actually carried out for 
this, but the project was abandoned 
owing to the high approaches involved 
and their effect on the adjacent land 
values. However, St. Katherine’s Docks 
Were built in 1828 from his designs. 


At the request of the Government, Tel- 
ford then made a wide survey of Scot- 
land with a view to the improvement of 
communications. The upshot was the 
construction of the Caledonian Canal and 
the addition of 920 miles of good roads 
and 120 bridges to the Highlands, fol- 
lowed by improvements to Scottish har- 
bours and fishing stations at Wick, Aber- 
deen, Peterhead, Banff, Leith and 
Dundee. From 1808 to 1810 he was 
engaged in the construction of the Gotha 
Canal between the Baltic and the North 
Sea. 

It was the demand of Irish MPs for 
better communications between London 
and Dublin that led to the construction 
by Telford of the Shrewsbury-Holyhead 
road and the building of his masterpiece, 
the suspension bridge over the Menai 
Straits. The Act for this was passed in 
1819 and the bridge was opened for 
traffic in January, 1826. 


A Modest Man 


The Menai bridge was not the first 
suspension bridge, but it was the greatest 
to be built up to that time. The arched 
approaches are 65ft. in height above 
high water to the springs, the two pylons 
from which the main chains, of wrought 
iron, were suspended, are 153 ft. high, 
while the central suspended span has a 
length of 579ft., the whole structure 
being nearly a third of a mile long. The 
bridge was virtually reconstructed be- 
tween 1938 and 1940 to carry modern 
traffic, but essentially it remains Telford’s 
design. 

Telford's works are too numerous to 
be mentioned in a short article; particu- 
lars of them and of his career are to be 
found in Samuel Smiles’s Life and Tel- 
ford’s autobiography. For a considered 
appreciation of many of them one can- 
not do better than turn to Mr. Eric de 
Maré’s admirable Bridges of Britain, 
published by Batsford in 1954. 

Telford was a man of parts. In his 
youth he not only wrote poetry but got 
it published. He had a genial, sociable 
disposition, and ‘made friends’ with 
many distinguished men in other walks of 
life, including Southey, who nicknamed 
him * Pontifex Maximus’ and ‘ Colossus 
of Roads, and Thomas Campbell, who is 
said to have adopted some suggestions he 
made for the improvement of * Hohen- 
linden... He was a modest man, who 
did not over-value his services; in fact, 
his moderation in professional charges 
led to indignant expostulations by a re- 
presentative deputation of engineers. 

He died on September 2, 1834, aged 77, 
a bachelor, at 24, Abingdon-street, West- 
minster, and was buried in the Abbey. 
From his comparatively small fortune of 
£30,000 he left a legacy of £2,000 to 
the Institution of Civil Engineers.

News of the Week 


Sydney Opera House 


"PSHE Danish architects, Mr. Joern 

Utzon and Mr. Erik Andersen, who 
designed Sydney’s proposed Opera 
House, made their first survey of the site 
at Bennelong Point on Sydney harbour 
on August 2. They were the guests of 
the Maritime Service Board on an hour’s 
cruise of the harbour. They photographed 
Bennelong Point from various angles. 
Mr. Utzon said later that the changing 
vista of the harbour entrance to Sydney 
made Bennelong Point an even better site 
for the opera house than he had realised. 
The water aspect was particularly suited 
to the carved stone pier design he had in 
mind as the base for the two opera house 
buildings. 


Students Design Laboratory 


THE NEW pathological laboratory at 
Highcroft Mental Hospital, Erdington, 
Birmingham, which was opened recently, 
was designed by students of the Birming- 
ham School of Architecture.

of Charles Haddon Spurgeon.

OF PARLIAMENT.—In the House of Com- 
mons last week Mr. Adderley asked the 
First Commissioner of Works whether he 
had any plan for the prevention of the 
pestilential stench which came every 
evening into every window of the Houses 
of Parliament; and also whether there 
was any power to enforce better trapping 
of the drains, or a removal of the 
deposits of bones and other refuse on the 
opposite bank; or whether any plan had 
been suggested by which the stench might 
be shut out by closing all the windows 
on the river side, and admitting air from 
another direction. 

To this appeal, Sir Benjamin Hall 
replied that he had seen Mr. Gurney, and 
he said that the stench came from open 
sewers and that whether the windows 
were open or not the stench would be 
the same owing to the abominable condi- 
tion of the sewers. 

It may be that out of evil will come 
good and the present suffering of the 
members of the Legislature may be the 
means of directing such proper measures 
against bone-boiling, tallow-melting, 
and cat-gut manufacturing, as will enable 
the pent-up dwellers in many a house- 
hold to open their windows in the hot 
summer-time with comparative pleasure.

PaoroGrAPHy. By Eric de Maré. (Published 
by Penguin Books, Harmondsworth, 

Middlesex.) Price 6s. 
puis publication is intended for the 

amateur, and comprehensively reviews 
its subject in language which can be readily 
understood. Amateurs of photography 
make up a formidable body; there are said 
to be eight million of them in this country 
alone. Few of them will wish to know 
more than this book sets out to tell them. 

After 322 pages packed with information 
it is comforting to read the author’s Con- 
clusion: “Buy a box camera .. . insert the 
film... press the lever calmly .. . when the 
roll is all exposed return it to the chemist 
... you may have produced some excellent 
pictures. That is how most of us begin. 
And then, by a natural curiosity, we want 
to know more and more about the mystery 
that goes on inside the black box. 

This book explains it all. But the author 
has not confined himself to the production 
of another technical work; his book is far 
more than that. He is solicitous that we 
should acquire a technical skill, but no less 
anxious that we should know what to do 
with the skill when we have acquired it. 
That is, perhaps, where so many amateurs 
will profit most from guidance and direction. 
After all, given the application, a skill can 
be learnt, but perception, sensibility, the 
selective power, provided the potentialities 
are there, must be developed. It is a 
question of growth, and that takes time. 

The chapters on ‘Photography as Creation’ 
discuss fairly and moderately, without bias, 
the old and much-debated question: ‘Is 
Photography an Art?’ In 1890, Hurter and 
Driffield, writing in the Journal of the 
Society of Chemical Industry, gave an 
answer which for brevity and sound sense 
could scarcely be improved. ‘The produc- 
tion of a perfect picture by means of photo- 
graphy is an art; the production of a 
technically perfect negative is a science.’ 
That is the text on which the author bases 
his argument and advice. In his view photo- 
graphy and the graphic arts are not antago- 
Nistic: they are supplementary. Each can 
learn something from the other and, not the 
least, to keep within their limitations. 

The 64 pages of illustrations skilfully 
explain his thesis. Each one of the 100 
Prints shows a different approach, a different 
intention or a different purpose. Each is 
eminently photographic; that is to say it 
does something within its set limit which 
only Photography could do as well. And 
that, surely, in the last analysis, is the test 
10 which all photography, to justify itself, 
must ultimately conform.

SMALL COMMERCIAL BUILDINGS. By Richard 
W. Snibbe. 216 pp. (New York: Rein- 
hold Publishing Corporation.) Price 108s. 
SEPARATED from lesser animals by his 

Primary attribute, intellect, man reasons in- 

telligently mainly through the development 


of this natural power by learning. Yet, if the 
written word is accepted as the major learn- 
ing source, man is confronted with a mass of 
literature and the colossal task of selecting 
those writings offering most information or 
enjoyment in the drastically limited reading 
time to-day. 

The author of this book is well aware ef the 
intrinsic value of time and its current, ap- 
parent elusiveness. But as an architect and 
self-styled “enemy of ugliness’ Mr. Snibbe 
wishes to further the cause of good design 
He is idealistic enough to hope that his com- 
pilation will help metamorphose the sordid 
clutter flanking anything, anywhere, obvious 
enough to be called a thoroughfare. His 
sights here are trained on banks, shops, 
nurseries, filling stations, offices and the like, 
all of them relatively small structures. 

His approach is subtle. The book is a 
selection of photographs of 100 designs com- 
pleted during the last 20 years mainly in the 
US but with a sprinkling of work from else- 
where including the UK. Each example is 
accompanied by succinct but provocative 
captions, and smal] sketch plans; proffered 
information which gives the enlightened 
reader a virtual * paraphrase’ of the actual 
building. 

By his choice of what are unquestionably 
fine examples of non-traditional architecture 
(most by obscure architects) Mr. Snibbe 
marches with such protagonists of sordid dis- 
truction as the Outrage-ists. But the book 
Vitiates its aim by being too esoteric. It 
is meant to convince, he tells us, the unen- 
lightened (artistically) legions engaged in 
general merchandising of the overwhelming 
all-round advantage of good venturesome 
architecture. 

The ‘shibboleth’ (his word) of the mass 
of these men is preconceived erroneous ideas 
which resist change. They will be little 
affected, unfortunately, by the book because 
the untrained (architectural) mind must 
wrestle not only with the radical designs 
reproduced but must assume that Mr. Snibbe, 
as an architect, knows what he is talking 
about. None of the regrettable buildings 
anathematical to the author mar the pages 
of the book. A pity, as a few, well criticised, 
could establish a nexus between the 
‘ modernist’ who knows this is a good book 
and the uniniated who. most probably, does 
not. 

If Mr. Snibbe were more realistic and less 
sensitive than he appears from reading the 
introduction, he could conceivably disregard 
the moral, and here I quote, of Judges 1256: 
‘Then they said unto him, Say Shibboleth: 
and he said Sibboleth: for he could not 
frame to pronounce it right. They took him 
and they slew him .. . and there fell 
forty and two thousand.’ 


DRAINAGE AND SANITATION. By E. H. Blake 
& W. R. Jenkins. Revised by Leonard 
B. Gumbrell & J. Francis Smith. 503 pp. 
(London: B. T. Batsford, Ltd.) Price 21s. 
ALTHOUGH ‘ Blake,’ as a reference book, 

is of proven value to three generations of 

building technocrats. its revision is timely 
and overdue. For the uninitiated suffice it 
to say that the book deals quite extensively 
with buildings in general and the ensuing 
ramifications of weatherproofing. ventila- 
tion, heating. lighting, plumbing and ancil- 


lary services. 
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Ostensibly, this revised, 11th edition 
offers the reader some benefits, but an 
entirely new volume would have been of 
much greater value. Far too many obsoles- 
cent costly practices are seriously discussed 
to the detriment of greater emphasis on 
modern techniques. It is, for example, dis- 
concerting to see horse-drawn garbage carts 
or that incredibly archaic sanitary fitting, the 
valve closet, objectively reviewed. 

Instead of being conveniently set among 
the text matter, for they have all been 
redrawn, the illustrations are still printed 
as many to a page as possible and, thus, are 
frequently out of context. This is irritating 
as, too, are the many inadequately dimen- 
sioned drawings. (I remember how I suf- 
fered through these faults as a student.) 
Inadequacy also mars the index where, 
surprisingly. vital fundamentals—the new 
notes on frost protection—are not even 
listed. 

Nevertheless, ‘ Blake,’ 
cannot be ignored.

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Case for a Theory of Modern Architecture 
DISCUSSION ON MR. SUMMERSON’S PAPER 


FYROM the discussion on the paper on 

the above subject, read by Mr. 
JOHN SUMMERSON, CBE, FSA, ARIBA, 
at a meeting of the RIBA on May 21, 
the substance of which was given in our 
issue for May 24, we take the following 
extracts : — 

Dr. Jacop BRoNowsKI, MA, propos- 
ing a vote of thanks, said: A thesis not 
unlike Mr. Summerson’s was propounded 
in 1798 in the field of poetry. In that 
year Wordsworth and Coleridge pub- 
lished the Lyrical Ballads and revolu- 
tionised both the theory and the practice 
of poetry— two distinct fields—in exactly 
the sense in which Mr. Summerson dis- 
tinguishes between the theory and prac- 
tice of architecture. The ‘rationalism’ 
which he ascribes to Le Corbusier is, of 
course, exactly what Wordsworth meant 
when he spoke of ‘simplicity’ and of 
‘words in their natural order.’ It means 
essentially a functionalism, and it sets 
out from the proposition that somehow 
the function of the building determines 
everything about it. What we have 
learned in the 35 years that have passed 
is that functionalism is necessary but that 
functionalism is not enough. I was most 
interested that the criterion which 
Summerson used was that of the unity 
of the building, and this he derived from 
what he called the programme of the 
building. This was to provide a unity 
which the great examples of the past no 
longer give it. If I understand this it is 
really equivalent to placing on the 
architect the onus not only to make a 
machine for living and a machine for 
human living, but a machine for the spe- 
cific kind of living which goes on in a 
society carrying out certain functions. I 
regard this as a very important thought. 


Conspicuous Role 


Mr. MICHAEL PATTRICK, FRIBA, 
seconding the motion, said: I was pleased 
that in his quest for a missing language 
Mr. Summerson mentioned the engineer. 
The engineer's réle is a conspicuous one, 
but it is entirely different from that of 
the architect. The position of the archi- 
tectural teacher is not easy to see. 
Undoubtedly, he is hepelessly caught up 
in the dilemma, or, if not, he ought to 
be. He cannot just stand aside and wait 
for somebody to produce an argument 
which has universal acceptance. He is 
expected to offer guidance and criticism. 
He must have a point of view and estab- 
lish in his own mind a basis for criticism. 
The fact that his theory is an individual 
one rather than universal may be his mis- 
fortune, but in the present circumstances 
it is certainly not his fault. Mr. Summer- 
son has given us a most valuable piece 
of advice in the warning that we should 
not attempt to explain current practice 
in terms of current theory. Those who 
came here this evening expecting a com- 
plete set of rules will have to go away 
empty-handed, but his ‘no’ to the com- 
plete language was, I feel, a qualified one, 
and I was relieved to hear that he does 
feel that the gap is at any rate partly 


closed by geometry, and the fact that 
the present era has discovered geometries 
other than those based on Euclid does 
not in any way weaken the ancient 
axiom that architecture is fundamentally 
concerned with regular solids and simple 
ratios. After all, that is our only link 
with the past and, in fact, our only hope 
of making any sense out of the present. 


‘Dead Language’ 


Mr. REYNER BANHAM said: I am 
impressed by the fact that there is a very 
big man in with me. He is dead, and, 
therefore, by definition almost a Gold 
Medallist of this Institute. His name is 
Choisy, and I cannot think how he got 
left out of this paper. He was the last of 
the great French rationalists, coming at 
the turn of the century, and his influence 
is almost endemic after the turn of the 
century. He is worth a quick look, be- 
cause he advanced a theory of archi- 
tecture in which there is no difference at 
all between theory and practice. For him, 
everything good in architecture was 
determined by pure necessity. He points 
out that the slope of a Doric gable is 
settled by the fact that the water must 
run off and the tiles must not. What he 
talks about is not architecture at all, as 
we know from this paper, but engineer- 
ing. After Choisy there is a gap between 
theory and practice, but it is not an un- 
occupied gap; it is filled by the missing 
language which has now become a dead 
language, the language of symbolic 
forms, otherwise known as regular solids. 
Le Corbusier himself, in Urbanisme, pin- 
points these solids as being good, and, 
what is more, better than irregular 
forms. They were equally of value to the 
Bauhaus and to Moholy, though he 
talked about the biological approach. The 
story is told of someone who designed a 
piece of glass of an organic pear-drop 
shape and who was asked. ‘ How can you 
betray the Bauhaus? We have fought for 
simple forms, the cylinder, the cone and 
the cube.” There is no doubt that on both 
sides in the theoretical background of the 
“twenties there was a common language, 
this language of elementary geometrical 
forms. But it had a trap in it; it was also 
the language of architectural analysis at 
that time. If you wanted to think about a 
programme you thought of it in terms of 
squares, oblongs and circles. When 
Gropius was thinking about the Bauhaus 
teaching programme he thought of it in 
terms of neat rectangular rooms or drew 
rectangles and circles connected by long 
straight lines, like the circulation dia- 
gram of a Hertfordshire school. Once 
you started to think about the pro- 
gramme of the building you were com- 
mitted to a set of symbolic thoughts. That 
language began to die at the.end of the 
‘twenties, and Corbusier abandoned it 
in 1932. 

Mr. PETER SMITHSON, ARIBA, said: 
To say that you can evolve a form from 
a social programme or from an analysis 
of the situation in terms of flow and so 
on is pointless, because analysis without 
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the formal content, the architect's Dar- 
ticular specialisation, is meaningles 
because the process has one factor miss. 
ing from it. This process, therefore, jg 
more complicated than has Previously 
been admitted. It brings in the architect 
with his own specialisation, which, | sug. 
gest, is non-geometrical in the old sense 
and inevitably he is involved in the pro. 
cess. 

Mr. W. A. EDEN, FRIBA, said: Mr. 
Summerson, if I have understood him 
aright, says that the programme provides 
the principle of unity in modern archi. 
tecture, and that that is a new principle, 
It is on that point that I feel | must differ 
from him. Read Aristotle or Vitruvius o; 
Alberti on the planning of a city; read 
Vitruvius on the planning of a hous 
according to the needs of the various 
grades of society. Functional planning in 
antiquity, in medieval times, in renajs- 
sance times, and, in fact, in all times of 
which we know, has been one of the prin- 
ciples of unity in planning; but it is neces. 
sary to have some principle of choice 
between one function and another, We 
must know which is more important, the 
dining-room or the kitchen, the larder 
or the w.c., because it is necessary to 
arrange these things in space in relation 
to one another. 


‘No Final Basis’ 


Mr. G. E. WickHaM, ARCA, said: In 
a technological sense there is a division 
now in architecture not only in the prac- 
tice of it but in what can be put into 
practice. We have this division in Europe 
and America in particular. The American 
architect is concerned with a_ building 
process which is highly mechanised, 
which has its own discipline which he has 
little chance to influence, while on the 
other hand a great deal of European 
architecture is concerned with a basis of 
craftsmanship, particularly in Italy and 
France. That has implications not only 
for the architect but for the economic 
structure which he builds, and any archi- 
tectural theory which excludes what 
seems to me to be this fundamental thing 
can have no final basis for the archi- 
tect to work upon. 

Mr. JOHN SUMMERSON, in reply, said: 
Of the various things which have been 
said only one has worried me. That came 
from Peter Smithson. He said something 
like this, that to say that forms can flow 
from the terms of the programme is 
pointless. I quite agree that I may have 
given the impression in my paper that | 
believed that forms somehow came oul 
from the programme, but, of course, they 
do not. Where forms come from, as aj 
art historian knows, is a very great mys- 
tery indeed. They come from the artists 
personality, his totality of experience, and 
how they come is a problem of the 
sociology of art which I cannot go into 
and of which astonishingly little 1 
known.

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The Working of Tribunals 


PRANKS COMMITTEE'S 


By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 


THE appointment of two standing 
Councils on Tribunals, one for 
England and Wales and one for Scotland, 
io keep the constitution and working of 
iribunals under continuous review, and 
the placing of the main body of 
inspectors responsible for departmental 
inquiries under the control of the Lord 
Chancellor, are among the many far- 
reaching recommendations in the report 
of the Franks committee published on 
July 18 (Report of the Committee> on 
Administrative Tribunals and Inquiries, 
Stationery Office, 5s.). 

Pointing out that their terms of refer- 
ence involved the consideration of an 
important part of the relationship 
between the authority and the individual, 
the commiitee comment that they were 
not asked to consider the vast majority 
of ‘further decisions’ because these did 
not result from a formal procedure 
involving a tribunal or inquiry. ‘It 
follows therefore, they continue, ‘ that 
the celebrated case of Crichel Down, 
which is widely regarded as a principal 
reason for our appointment, itself in fact 
falls outside the subjects with which we 
have been asked to deal.’ 


Independent Organs 


Setting openness, fairness and impartiality 
as the three criteria or characteristics of the 


procedure laid down by Parliament for 
reaching decisions with which they were 
concerned, the committee examined with 


great care a large volume of evidence, 
indicating that they were not concerned 
with the policies which had given rise to 
the various tribunals or administrative pro- 
cedures. They discuss at length the develop- 
ment of tribunals, their constitution, mem- 
bership, qualifications, procedure, appeals 
and judicial review, and after making a 
series of recommendations to improve these 
particular aspects explain the reasons which 
led them to propose a supervisory council, 

They believe that this suggestion offers the 
only satisfactory means of solving many of 
the difficulties about tribunals, not only now 
but in the future, difficulties which could not 
be met by periodic reviews every 25 years. 
They reject the recommendation that the 
standing body should report to the Prime 
Minister—because of his general respon- 
sibility for governmental machinery—on the 
ground that they cannot accept the view 
that tribunals are part and parcel of the 
ordinary machinery of administration, but 
were properly to be thought of as indepen- 
dent organs of adjudication. ‘ Tribunals,’ 
they say, ‘are not ordinary courts, but 
neither are they appendages of Government 
departments . . . we consider that tribunals 
should properly be regarded as machinery 
provided by Parliament for adjudication 
rather than as part of the machinery of 
administration,’ 

The Lord Chancellor would, from the 
responsibility for the council, and the some- 
What wider responsibilities for appointment 
{0 tribunals, which they recommend should 
in future be vested with him, come to exer- 
cise a supervision over the proper function-

ing of tribunals. He should be responsible 
for the statutory actions to give effect to the 
council’s recommendations. A_ separate 
council for Scotland should be appointed by 
the Secretary of State, under similar terms 
as that for England and Wales. The func- 
tions, duties, constitution, selection and 
responsibilities of these councils are also 
detailed by the committee. 

In the second half of their report the 
committee deal with administrative pro- 
cedures such as the holding of an inquiry or 
hearing on behalf of a Minister, and in 
particular the procedure for compulsory 
purchase of land. Town and country plan- 
ning and development schemes inquiries are 
included. 

‘The evidence which we have received 
shows that much of the dissatisfaction with 
the procedures relating to land arises from 
the basis of compensation,’ they state. ‘It 
is clear that objections to compulsory purch- 
ase would be far fewer if compensation were 
always assessed at not less than market 
value. It is not part of our terms of refer- 
ence to consider and make recommendations 
on the basis of compensation. But we can- 
not emphasise too strongly the extent to 
which these financial considerations affect 
the matters with which we have to deal. 
Whatever changes in procedure are made 
dissatisfaction is, because of this, bound to 
remain. 

‘Fairness requires that those whose indi- 
vidual rights and interests are likely to be 
adversely affected by the action proposed 
should know in good time before the inquiry 
the case which they will have to meet. We 
are not satisfied that this requirement is 
fully met. ... We consider that the statu- 
tory requirement should where possible be 
amended to compel the acquiring or plan- 
ning authorities to give full particulars of 
their case in good time before the 
inquiry, Those particulars should be 
in the form of a written statement, and in 
acquisition cases the statement should 
accompany the notice of the proposal to 
owners and others. This would enable the 
individual to know in good time the case of 
the public authority with which he was at 
issue. 

That would by itself not be sufficient, 
particularly as the final decision would be 
that of the Minister. who has to take account 
of public policy, and the individual might be 
inadequately armed if he knew no more 
than was in the mind of the local authority. 
Fair play required that whenever possible 
some statement of ministerial policy relevant 
to the particular case should be available 
before the inquiry. 

Recognising that it would not be possible 
in all instances to make a statement of a 
particular policy because broad policy was 
something for which the Minister was an- 
swerable to Parliament alone, the committee 
say they have no wish to suggest that those 
statements should be open to discussion in 
the restricted forum of an inquiry. Their 
object is to ensure that the individual has 
the opportunity at the inquiry of directing 
his arguments not only to the immediate 
opponents but other considerations which 
might weigh with the Minister.

After examining a ‘substantial volume’ 
of evidence on the controversial question 
whether inspectors should be independent of 
the departments concerned, they recommend 
that the inspectors should be placed under 
the control of a Minister not directly con- 
cerned with the subject-matter of their work. 
‘This, they state, ‘would most appropri- 
ately be the Lord Chancellor in England and 
Wales. This change, by no longer identify- 
ing the inspector in the minds of the objec- 
tors with the department of the deciding 
Minister, would emphasise impartiality at an 
important stage of the adjudication and thus 
do much to allay public misgiving. We see 
in this no obstacle to the inspectors being 
kept in close contact with developments of 
policy in the departments responsible for the 
subject-matter of the inquiries. 


Inspectors’ Reports 

The evidence presented to them paid more 
attention to inspectors’ reports than to any 
other aspect of the procedure. They re- 
viewed the case for and against the publica- 
tion of such reports, including a proposal 
by the Treasury Solicitor that instead a draft 
of the Minister’s decision, including the full 
findings of fact, should ‘be furnished to the 
parties who would be given an opportunity 
to make representations on the findings, and 
come down in favour of publication. Im- 
pressed by the need for some further con- 
trol beyond that which Parliament in theory, 
but not always in practice, could exercise, 
they recommend that the complete text of 
the inspector’s report should accompany the 
Minister’s letter of decision, and should be 
available on request centrally and locally. 
The parties should also be enabled to pro- 
pose corrections to the inspector’s findings 
of fact, within 14 days, but the inspector 
would have the right to decide whether to 
accept such corrections. 

Lord Silkin. a member of the committee, 
and Minister of Town and Country Planning 
in the Labour Government responsible for 
the introduction of the 1947 Planning Act, 
has a note of reservation on the proposals 
about inspectors and the publication of re- 
ports. He wishes the corps of departmental 
inspectors retained by the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government and the reports 
kept confidential and not published. He has 
no objection to the provision that the parties 
should be informed of the inspector’s find- 
ings of fact before the Minister’s decision 
is given and given the opportunity of making 
any representations on facts considered to be 
inaccurate. 

Agreeing that the Minister’s final letter of 
decision should set out in full the reasons for 
his action, to obviate the conclusion that an 
individual might have that he had been the 
victim of an arbitrary decision, the com- 
mittee suggest that the giving of full reasons 
is important ‘to enable those concerned to 
satisfy themselves that the prescribed pro- 
cedure has been followed, and to decide 
whether they wish to challenge the Minister's 
decision in the courts or elsewhere. More- 
over. a decision is apt to be better if the 
reasons for it have to be set out in writing 
because the reasons are then more likely to 
have been properly thought out. 

‘Accordingly we recommend that the 
Minister's letter of decision should set out 
in full his findings and inferences of fact 
and the reasons for the decision. Since the 
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letter will be accompanied by the full text of 
the inspector’s report it will inevitably reveal 
where, if at all, the Minister differs from the 
inspector’s findings or inferences of fact or 
recommendations and also reveal the reasons 
for those differences.’ 

Other recommendations by the committee 
include the award of reasonable costs in 
compulsory acquisition cases and clearance 
schemes to successful objectors directly in- 
terested in the land, the award to be made to 
unsuccessful objectors if the initiating 
authority has acted unreasonably: award of 
reasonable costs to owner appellants in plan- 
ning appeals if their appeal succeeds or the 
local planning authority has acted unreason- 
ably: appeal should lie to courts of law 
against a decision by a Minister on what 
constitutes ‘development’: there should be 
an appeal to the Lands Tribunal (or in Scot- 
land an independent arbitrator) against a 
decision by the Minister that a property is 
‘unfit’ or against a Minister’s refusal to 
sanction a * well maintained’ payment. 


PROFESSIONAL 
ENGINEERS’ CAMPAIGN 


Steps to Improve Status and 
Conditions 


DECISIONS to establish a definition of 

the engineering profession and to carry 
out a survey of salaries are announced by 
the Engineers’ Guild, the association for 
chartered civil, mechanical and electrical 
engineers. Other steps are to be taken to 
improve status, conditions of service and 
remuneration. Attention is also drawn to 
the heavy burden of taxation at present 
borne by the professional classes. 

Chairman of the Guild, Mr. E. W. GREEN- 
SMITH, ACGI, MIMechE, making this an- 
nouncement in the Journal of the Guild. 
stated: ‘The Council had adopted a new 
and progressive policy with the object of pre- 
senting the case for the professional engineer 
to the public more effectively. It is strange 
to find that, in a society which depends so 
much on the effectiveness with which pro- 
fessional engineers ensure that great works 
are carried out to their own designs and 
specifications, the very word “ engineer ” 
should be used so loosely. 

“A specification must be drawn up with 
great care defining the profession in a form 
which is both practical and generally 
acceptable. The Council has, therefore, de- 
cided to establish a definition of the en- 
gineering profession and to bring about the 
acceptance of this definition by the Govern- 
ment, industry and the public. It will take 
all possible steps to ensure that professional 
enginecring positions are filled by persons 
whose qualifications bring them within this 
definition.’ 

Mr. Greensmith pointed out that the com- 
bination of high taxation and a rising cost 
of living had had more serious effects on the 
professional classes than appeared to be 
generally appreciated. The Guild had de- 
cided: ‘To carry out a survey of salaries 
and of other conditions of service in the 
engineering profession, covering all fields 
of employment, and to compile and main- 
tain statistics on related matters such as 
salaries in other fields, the cost of living and 
taxation.’ 


PRESERVING OUR 
BUILDINGS 


Problems of Upkeep and 
Redevelopment 
SPEAKING in London at the annual 

meeting of the Georgian Group on 
July 17, Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister 
of Housing and Local Government, 
said: — The Town and Country Plan- 
ning Act lays on the Minister the respon- 
sibility for compiling lists of buildings 
of special architectural or historic 
interest. | would not dare to trust to my 
own taste in discharging so great and 
so delicate a responsibility. Fortunately 
the Act also requires that I must consult 
with “such persons or bodies of persons 
aS appear to me appropriate as having 
special knowledge of, or interest in, 
buildings of architectural and _ historic 
interest.” 

‘This is a field which brings me into 
close contact with the Georgian Group. 
The body which a predecessor of mine 
set up for the purpose of consultation 
and which I am happy to inherit—my 
Advisory Committee on Buildings of 
Special Architectural or Historic Interest 
—includes among its thirteen present 
members seven who are also members of 
the Georgian Group.’ 

Referring to ‘a hardly less valuable’ 
supplementary list of buildings contain- 
ing some architectural or historic interest 
but which the Advisory Committee did 
not rate highly enough to deserve 
inclusion in the statutory list, Mr. Brooke 
said that if a local authority received a 
planning application to do something to 
a building on this list it was dealt with 
in the knowledge that it had architectural 
or historic value, but they were under 
no obligation to report the matter to 
him. The most difficult cases were where 
the owner intended to demolish a build- 
ing. No one could effectively stop that 
happening unless a Preservation Order 
was made. 


‘The decision whether or not to make 
a Preservation Order lies primarily with 
the local authority for the area,’ he went 
on. ‘If the authority wishes to make one, 
it has to apply to the Minister for con- 
firmation of the Order. If there are 
objections—and, of course, the owner 
will often object—the Minister must 
hear them, and will generally hold a 
public inquiry before deciding for or 
against confirmation. It follows from 
this that he cannot well prejudge the 
issue by urging a local authority to make 
a Preservation Order. 

‘If the local authority will not make 
one but the Minister thinks that one 
should be made, then he can make an 
Order himself. This means that he is 
intervening and taking the decision out 
of the local authority’s hands. It has been 
done on occasion; I have done it myself 
within the last few weeks on a famous 
house in Kent. But in the Minister’s 
hands, it is essentially a default power, 
and default powers should be seldom 
used and only where the circumstances 
are exceptional. 

‘Though a Preservation Order may 
serve to prevent an owner from demolish- 
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ing a building, there is in the Jaw ho 
power to compel him to Maintain jt 
against wind and water. We have seen 
that in the case of The Grange a 
Fulham, where one of my Predecessors 
used his default power to make a Preser. 
vation Order, the Fulham Borou 
Council, who owned The Grange, did 
not keep this structure in repair, and to 
my great regret I came to the conclusion 
recently that it was past saving.’ 


Continuing, Mr. Brooke said; ‘op. 
tunately town and country houses of 
Georgian style are generally well built 
so that they are not often in danger 
through being in a semi-ruinous condi- 
tion. But problems do occur of conflict 
between preservation and local plans for 
redevelopment under which they might 
suffer, or between preservation and 
adaptions for new houses which might 
impair their appearance. 


“In all matters like this the Georgian 
Group are able to exert a pressure which 
to me is not at all unwelcome. Differences 
of opinion may sometimes arise, but 
when planning applications or appeals 
are before me it is my desire to give 
full weight to representations sincerely 
made by bodies such as the Georgian 
Group. 


GRANTS FOR 
HISTORIC BUILDINGS 


Recommendations by Councils 


PPHE Minister of Works has made another 

21 grants to help preserve historic 
buildings and their contents. The buildings 
that benefit date from the 11th to 18th cen- 
turies and include castles, mansions, manor 
houses, small dwellings and almshouses. 
There is also a grant for the restoration of 
pictures at Craigievar Castle in Aberdeen- 
shire. The grants for the preservation and 
maintenance of the medieval town of In- 
veraray (announced on May 28) are also 
included, 


All the grants were made on the recom- 
mendation of the Historic Buildings Councils 
for England, Wales and Scotland, and a con- 
dition attached to them was that the public 
should have a reasonable opportunity for 
viewing the buildings. 

Since the Historic Buildings Councils were 
set up by Act of Parliament in 1953 they 
have considered 1,888 applications for aid, 
rejecting 1,162 of them. The number of 
buildings whose owners have received assist- 
ance has now reached 425 and the total value 
of the grants is -£1,272,241. 

The 21 grants in the current list are for 
the following buildings : —

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IN PARLIAMENT 
By Our Parliamentary Correspondent 
Local Government Reform 


I’ a long, dull treatise, lasting more than 
an hour, on July 29, MR. HENRY BROOKE, 
Minister of Housing and Local Government, 
outlined the Government's attitude to the 
reform of local government, both functional 
and financial, which had been set out in three 
White Papers published within the last 12 
months. The main points which emerged 
from the Government's proposals were :— 


Two commissions to study and recom- 
mend changes, if any, in the structure of 
county and county borough authorities, 
and the patterns appropriate in conurba- 
tions; 

A royal commission to consider the 
entire problem of Greater London 
government, and to make recommenda- 
tions about the distribution of the main 
local government functions and the pos- 
sible need for an overall authority for the 
area, 

No variation in the re-rating adjustment 
of industry by increasing the proportion 
to 50 per cent.; 

Legislation to set up a new agency to 
take over the property and liabilities of 
the new town development corporations 
as they are wound up; 

Defence of the substitution of a block 
grant system for the existing general per- 
centage grant as the Exchequer contribu- 
tion to local authority finance. 

Dealing with the proposal for London, the 
Minister said the Government were not 
intending to set up a commission with any 
hidden purpose of merging County Hall and 
Guildhall. or of bringing the City of London 
more under the control of any other local 
authority than it was to-day. There would 
be consultation with the local authorities on 
the precise terms of reference. and on the 
area to be covered. The area contemplated 
would be that covered by the Metropolitan 
Police District. 

Drawing attention to the question of fit- 
ting new towns into the new jig-saw created 
by the changes in the distribution of local 


government functions between county and 
county district councils, he indicated that 
this raised a problem about the future 


ownership of the land and buildings in those 
towns when the development corporations 
disappear. The difficulty was whether that 
ownership was really a suitable function for 
local government to discharge and if so, by 
what kind of authority. Several corpora- 
tions in England and Wales would have sub- 
stantially completed their tasks in the next 





few years. The Government had been 
examining this matter, and had come to the 
conclusion that it would not be the best plan 
to transfer the ownership of the property 
Wholesale to local authorities. 

They proposed to set up a new agency to 
take over the property and liabilities of 
those corporations, and this would require 
legislation. In the meantime. the Govern- 
ment were examining details of the organisa- 
tions and functions of the agency and would 
have further consultations with the local 
authorities and other experts. The local 
authorities in the new town areas would con- 
tinue to be responsible for all the normal 
local government services. The only excep- 


tions had been in a few instances water 
supply, and in the majority of cases, main 
sewerage. Now the phase of early develop- 
ment was Over, it was the Government’s aim 
to ensure that in the new towns responsi- 
bility for those services passed to the normal 
local authorities as soon as suitable arrange- 
ments could be made. 


Opposition Views 

The Opposition did not take kindly to 
most of the Government’s policy, character- 
ising the White Papers as ‘confused and 
somewhat dishonest”® statements. Referring 
to the ‘conurbations’ which would be 
involved in the investigation of borough 
boundaries, Mr. MITCHISON felt that housing 
and industrial development went beyond 
them. That was why there was overspill 
and they had new towns. He thought they 
ought to have more new towns. Dealing 
with the unhousable population—unhous- 
able for reasons of space—in some of the 
big towns the problem was ‘becoming 
absolutely insuperable, unless Parliament 
Was prepared to go much further. He rejected 
the White Papers. because they failed to 
meet the increasing financial difficulties of 
local authorities, did not fully re-rate indus- 
try or give local authorities the full benefit 
of partial re-rating and by varying the 
grants hampered the development of essen- 
tial social services. 





Complaining that the Government by their 
plan for coping with the ownership of new 
town property were handing over the profit- 
able part to some other authority leaving the 
unprofitable part for local authorities, Mr. 
GEORGE LINDGREN said that the Opposition 
would not allow these national assets, which 
had been built up by national finance, to be 
lost. They contended that those assets were 
provided by the people for the people, and 
should be maintained for them. He knew of 
instances where land in new towns had been 
bought for £40 or £50 an acre which to-day 
was being sold for £20,000 and £25,000 an 
acre. 

At the conclusion of a two days’ debate, 
the Government's policy was endorsed by 
308 votes to 249, a majority of 59. 

St. James's Theatre Controversy 
HE parliamentary battle over the reten- 
tion of the St. James’s Theatre site wa 

continued in both Houses during the week 

preceding the adjournment for the summer 
recess on August and resulted in the 

Government being defeated in the House of 

Lords on July 30. This defeat, by 22 votes 

to 18. was a mark of the indignation which 

the peers felt at the refusal of the Govern- 
ment to intervene. even to give a breathing 
space to ensure that such money as might 
be necessary could be raised, but it will in 
no way cause the Government to reconsider 


their decision.

Indeed. when the issue of this vote was 
raised in the Commons the following day. 
Mr. Henry Brooke, the Minister of Hous- 
ing and Local Government, declined to yield 
in any way from his previous decision or to 
depart from his earlier announcements. say- 
ing that he stood by what he had said. He 
emphasised that nothing could secure the 
continued use of the theatre as a theatre 
unless the owner was willing to have it used 
as such. or was willing to sell it to some- 
one who would so use it, and he reiterate

that argument on more than one occasion 
in answer to further questions. 

It was, he contended, a complete error to 
suppose that all this turned on the revoca- 
tion of the planning permission. In answer 
to a suggestion that he might preserve the 
building, he pointed out that a preserva- 
tion order could be made by the planning 
authority lin this instance the London 
County Council] or in default by the 
Minister. The advisory committee on build- 
ings of historic and architectural value had 
expressed the opinion that that was a build- 
ing which did not deserve to be on the 
statutory list. In those circumstances he 
did not think it would be wise to reverse 
the decision he had already announced. 

He had thought it right to communicate 
the decision in the House of Lords as rapidly 
as possible to Mr. Fenston, whom he 
believed to be the present owner of the 
theatre. 

During the Lords debate, in which many 
of the old arguments—aesthetic, sentimental 
and economic—were repeated, LorD MAn- 
CROFT, Minister without Portfolio, expressed 
the regret of the Government and the LCC 
at the original permission to erect offices on 
the site, explaining that that did not mean 
that at the time the county council ought not 
to have given that permission. The develop- 
ment plan submitted to the Minister in 1951 
provided that offices were appropriate in the 
area at the time. 

The LCC, he said, were pursuing with 
vigour a policy of restricting the erection of 
office buildings. It was being asked why 
the permission should not now be revoked 
as the policy on office building was stricter. 
To bring the theatre into line with the new 
policy would be inequitable. and such a 
form of retrospection would be intolerable. 
The Government considered that that would 
be wrong. and the Minister should not exer- 
cise his powers of revocation in complet 
disregard of the cost to the public. Having 
given careful thought to the matter, the 
Government had come to the firm convic- 
tion that they should not interven2.

Ancient Monuments 


Mr. ANTHONY GREENWOOD asked the 
Minister of Works whether he would 
arrange for drawings of ancient monuments 
as they might have appeared in use to be 
displayed at the monuments in his care. 

Mr. HuGH MoLtson, replying on July 23, 
said: Yes. I recently arranged for Mr. 
Alan Sorrell to make drawings showing 
conjectural reconstructions of some of the 
monuments in my care. A copy of the 


drawing is or will be displayed at each of 
the monuments concerned, and postcard 
reproductions put on sale. The original 
drawings will be shown on suitable occa- 
sions. If, as I expect, these drawings prove 
popular, I shall commission others. 

Mr. MOotrson, replying to a question 
about Hadrian’s Wall, said: It is my policy 
to take guardianship of any part of the Wall 
which is offered to me, and I am trying to 
take into guardianship those few parts of 
the Wall where serious deterioration is 
taking place. There are limits to the 
amount of work which can be undertaken 
at one time, and it will be necessary to pro- 
ceed gradually towards the ultimate aim of 
having the whole of the Wall in the Minis- 
try’s charge. 

Use of Reinforced Concrete 

There is no reason to believe that designers 
of buildings generally are not aware of the 
advantages of the use of reinforced concrete 
in the construction of buildings, Mr. HUGH 
MOLSON, Minister of Works, told the Com- 
mons in a written reply on July 30. 

The Minister was replying to Dr. 
REGINALD BENNETT, who wanted an indica- 
tion of the progress during the last year in 
eliminating the unnecessary waste of steel 
in the construction of buildings by the sub- 
stitution of reinforced concrete wherever 
possible, and what plans the Minister had 
for giving further encouragement to such 
substitutions. 

Mr. MOLsoN said.—I have no means of 
estimating the extent to which reinforced 
concrete may have been preferred to steel 
in the construction of buildings during the 
past year, but I have no reason to believe 
that designers generally are not aware of 
the advantages of reinforced concrete in 
many circumstances. I believe that the best 
encouragement I can give is by example. In 
the past 12 months, out of 251 buildings 
designed at the headquarters of my depart- 
ment, 163 have been in reinforced concrete 
and 15 in joint construction. 


Sand and Gravel Supplies 


Mr. BoTTOMLEY asked the Minister of 
Works, on July 30, to what extent the Build- 
ing Research Station was concerned with 
the problems which would arise in the near 
future because of diminishing supplies of 
sand and gravel in the United Kingdom: 
and what action he proposed to take. 

Mr. HuGH MOLSON, in a written reply. 
stated: In consultation with other interested 
departments, including the Building Re- 
search Station, my department keeps under 
review problems affecting sand and gravel 
reserves and substitute materials. I under- 
stand that there is no apprehension of a 
shortage of sand and gravel supplies in the 
near future. 


Planning and Compensation 


Mr. CoLprick asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, on July 30, 
if he was aware that the golf club at Hen- 
bury, Bristol, had sought permission from 
the local authority to have its land scheduled 
as a building site, and on being refused in 
the interest of good planning had claimed 
substantial compensation; and, in the 
interests of public economy, if he would re- 
fuse his sanction to this and any similar 
claims. 
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Mr. BROOKE: I am aware of this Claim 
Where compensation is due for refysa) af 
planning permission, I have no Power to 
withhold payment unless I substitute for the 
refusal a decision more favourable to the 
applicant. In the present case | Was not 
prepared to do this. Should the land 
any future date be developed. the compensa. 
tion will have to be repaid. ‘ 

Improvement Grants 

Mr. Ho ct asked the Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, on July 30, which 
county councils and county boroughs jp 
England had so far not used the powers to 
make grants to persons for the improvement 
of housing accommodation. 

Mr. Brooke: Apart from the London 
County Council, itself a housing authority, 
county councils are not empowered to make 
improvement grants. Only four of the 79 
county boroughs in England have not so fa; 
made any of these grants. They are Burn- 
ley, Derby, Stockport and Wigan. 

Mr. HOLT also asked the Minister for the 
number of dwellings approved for grant by 
local authorities for the first six months of 
1956 and 1957 under Section 20 of the Hous- 
ing Act, 1949, as amended by the Housing 
(Repairs and Rents) Act, 1954. i 

Mr. Brooke: 15,894 and 16,750 respec. 
tively. 


Caravan Site Law 


Sir LIONEL HEALD asked the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government, on July 30, 
whether he was aware of the continuing 
existence of widespread anxiety at the pre- 
sent unsatisfactory state of the law and its 
administration in relation to caravans; what 
action he was taking to reconcile the con- 
flicting interests of owners of property, cara- 
van dwellers, local residents, and the 
general public: and what consultations he 
had had, or intended to have, with the local 
authorities particularly concerned. 

Mr. BRookE: I have been considering the 
whole question of caravans in the light of 
discussions which my officers have had with 
interested organisations and with the local 
authority associations. 

On the information before me I do not 
think that it would be apropriate for me to 
offer universal guidance to local authorities 
on the use of their planning or public health 
powers, or of the powers which they 


possess to provide caravan sites themselves. ° 


But | shall certainly be ready to consider 
taking up with the authority concerned any 
particular local problem which is brought 
to my notice. 

I have taken note of various suggestions 
for altering the existing law bearing on this 
subject, although I cannot hold out any 
early prospect of amending legislation. 


Nuclear Station Approved 


Mr. WALTER ELLiott asked the Secretary 
of State for Scotland, on July 30, whether 
he had reached a decision on the applica- 
tions made to him by the South of Scotland 
Electricity Board in connection with their 
proposal to construct a nuclear generating 
station at Hunterston, Ayrshire. 

Mr. Mactay: Yes. I have considered the 
report submitted to me by Sheriff H. R. 
Leslie, QC, whom I appointed to hold pub- 
lic inquiries into these applications. I have 
decided. in accordance with the conclusions 
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of that report, that it is in the national inter- 
at that the applications should be granted, 
subject to certain conditions, and to certain 
yndertakings given by the Board, relating in 
particular to amenity and safety. 

Nash Terraces, Regents Park 

sig ALFRED Bossom asked the Lord Privy 
seal what proposals the Crown Estate Com- 
missioners had to demolish some of the best 
aamples of the work of the famous archi- 
tect, Nash, around Regent’s Park: and to 
what extent it was their policy to maintain 
the fagades and have modern flats con- 
gructed behind as has been done in Eaton- 
square. 

Mr. BUTLER, in a written reply on August 
|, stated: The new Board of Crown Estate 
Commissioners is carefully considering the 
future of the Nash terraces around Regent’s 
Park, but no decisions have yet been taken. 
Sir Alfred can rest assured that the possi- 
bility of building modern flats behind the 
existing fagades has not been overlooked. 

Sin WAVELL WAKEFIELD asked _ the 
Minister of Works what were the special 
arrangements with the Crown Estate Com- 
mission under which his department held 
99 houses in Regent’s Park terraces: and 
when they were last used as_ residential 
accommodation. 

Mr. HuGH MOLSON, in a written reply on 
August 1, stated: Ninety-five houses are 
held under agreement between my depart- 
ment and the Crown Estate Commission 
made after the war. These are determin- 
able by either party at two quarters’ notice 
to any Crown quarter day after the expiry 
of the Supplies and Services (Transitional 
Powers) Act, 1945. The remaining four 
houses, in York-terrace, were requisitioned 
from lessees of the Crown Estate Commis- 


sion. The lessees’ interests. 
which were subsequently 
acquired by my Department.

Most of the 99 houses were 
last used as residences between 
1940 and 1942, but a few were

Site for Imperial Institute 


THE GOVERNMENT have found a site for 
the Imperial Institute at the South end of 
Holland Park, and negotiations for a build- 
ing lease are at an advanced stage. 

This announcement was made by the 
EARL OF PERTH, Minister of State, Colonial 
Office, in the House of Lords on August 1, 
the day that the peers adjourned for the 
summer recess until October 29. 

He said that the lease would be held in 
the first place by the Minister of Works, 
trom whom all interests in the land would 
be transferred to the trustees by legislation. 

This legislation, which would be required 
'o enable the trustees to vacate the exist- 
Ing building at South Kensington and to 
acquire a new site and build on it, would, 
the Government had every hope, be intro- 
duced early next session. —

Plans were still in the process of being 
drawn up, and it was premature to give any 
figures. A decision had been taken about 
the building, but there was a reprieve of 
the Collcutt Tower, and negotiations about 
whether in the development scheme it 
would be possible to leave the tower as a 
free-standing campanile at a reasonable 
cost were still in progress, 

When Lorp OGmMore pressed for a recon- 
sideration of the decision about the Insti- 
tute, the EarL oF Home, Lord President of 


the Council and Secretary of State for 
Commonwealth Relations, refused the 
request.

A MoHLG Development

The system can simplify site identifica- 
tion; speed consultations and the inter- 
change of information; save duplication of 
effort; collate information geographically ;

The widest possible use of the National 
Grid co-ordinates as a unique form of 
address for any land and the employment 
of the Lands Record document as a 
vehicle for all communications. about land 
could greatly simplify land transactions, 
and facilitate record keeping. No doubt 
planning and local authorities will take 
note of this important development. 
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EVERYDAY THINGS 
X—Tidiness

SOME people have a bump of tidiness, 
whereas others prefer things in a 
muddle, and I believe it is this muddle 
which is causing so much trouble today. 
I personally prefer tidiness, but I find 
it extremely hard to get. 

I was recently speaking, or rather 
remonstrating, with the director of what 
we should call a big old-established build- 
ing firm, about the untidy state of their 
job, and his reply was that they pre- 
ferred it that way: they liked to have one 
good clean-up at the end. That job was 
always in a muddle and remained so until 
the end, and it was a most unpleasant job 
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I was on a job the other Saturday 
morning. Now I know it isn’t ‘done’ to 
go on a building site on a Saturday these 
days, but it just happened that way 
because I find it difficult to comply with 
the etiquette of the 5-day week. I com- 
mended the foreman on the tidy state of 
his job, and he said: ‘* Mr. J won't 
have it any other way, so I always have 
a tidy-up on Saturday. It dawned on 
me that that was perhaps what Saturday 
morning was for — a tidy-up, a getting 
ready for a clean start on Monday. 

I wonder if that is what we are missing 
—a period for putting things in order 
and tucking in loose ends, so that we find 
we are starting Monday with the loose 
ends still sticking out, and they never 
seem to get straightened. However, I 
must not suggest Saturday morning work 





again: I should have no supporters. But 
when do we tidy up? Or do we? 
There are tidy draughtsmen and 


untidy draughtsmen: there always have 
been and I presume there always will be. 
as by nature we are an untidy nation. I 
remember a boss saying to me: ‘ These 
boys dig holes to work in. Why don't 
they clear their boards?” You can 
always tell “em, as a certain comedian 
might say: their tie is on one side or at 
half-mast: their hair is neglected, and 


generally speaking they are scruffy. Nice 
boys! Oh _ yes! Sometimes good 
draughtsmen, usually inaccurate, never 


stop to think: they have no time set apart 
during the week to tidy up either their 
boards or their minds. 

However, we cannot always be holding 
a litter campaign; after all, a lot does go 
into the waste paper basket. 
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REVISED SCHEDULES 
OF DAYWORKS 
Civil Engineering Contractors 
PPPHE Federation of Civil Engineering Con- 
tractors has issued two addendum slips 
to the ‘ Schedules of dayworks carried out 
incidental to contract work’ dated July 1, 
1956, following the large increases in the 
prices of petrol, derv and diesel (gas) oil 
which occurred early in December, 1956. 

The first addendum slip dated December 
17, 1956, increased the hire rates in the plant 
schedule by 2 per cent. in the case of plant 
powered by diesel (gas) oil and by 15 per 
cent. in the case of plant powered by petrol 
or derv. 

Following reductions in the prices of petro] 
and derv (and a slight increase in the price 
of diesel (gas) oil) and taking into account 
the prospects of slight reductions in prices in 
the future, the second addendum slip dated 
May 6, 1957, withdrew the addendum slip 
dated December 17, 1956, and substituted 
therefor an increase in the hire rates in the 
plant schedule of 2 per cent. in the case of 
plant powered by diesel (gas) oil, petrol or 
derv. 

There have recently been reductions in the 
prices of these fuels, which are now slightly 
above those ruling before December. 1956. 
In view of this, the addendum slip dated 
May 6. 1957, is hereby withdrawn com- 
pletely, states the Federation, and hencefor- 
ward the hire rates in the plant schedule of 
the ‘Schedules of dayworks carried out in- 
cidental to contract work’ dated July 1, 
1956, will operate without any percentage 
addition.

Association 


Tue National Master Tile Fixers Associa- 
tion has issued a new schedule of daywork 
charges for wall and floor tiling and ceramic 
mosaic craft. 

The percentage rates detailed in the fol- 
lowing schedule are to cover head office 
supervision, workmen’s compensation, third 
party insurance, national health and unem- 
ployment insurance, overheads and profit. 


(1) LABOUR 
The term ‘ Labour ’ shall include: — 

(a) Payments of wages and/or salaries actu- 
ally paid to persons directly engaged 
upon the work on the site or in the con- 
tractor’s workshops, but shall exclude all 
head office staff.

The term ‘ Materials ’ shall include :— 

(a) Materials supplied from the tiling Con-

Materials specially purchased for the 
dayworks to be charged at cost including 
packing and cartage. Allowance to be 
made for any credit given for returnable 
cases.

THE production of magnesian lime in 
England is confined to the narrow 
strip of country formed by the outcrop of 
dolomitic limestone that extends south- 
wards from Durham to Derby and Not- 
tingham. Being made from dolomitic 
limestone, magnesian limes contain a 
much higher proportion of magnesia 
than limes made from chalk or carboni- 
ferous limestone. The proportion is 
usually about 30 per cent., and seldom 
less than 20 per cent., though, according 
to the definition of the British Standard 
for Building Limes (BS 680), any lime 
containing more than 5 per cent. of mag- 
nesia is thus classified. 

Although the area of production is 
limited, magnesian lime is widely used in 
the Midlands and North of England. It 
is not always known as magnesian lime, 
but may be described simply by the name 
of the quarry supplying it, or it may be 
spoken of by purchasers (not by the 
producers) as hydraulic lime, presumably 
because it develops a high strength, 
though, in fact, magnesian limes are not 
hydraulic; that is to say, they do not con- 
tain constituents that set in contact with 
water. It is generally sold as quicklime. 
One producer supplies hydrated lime. 
Ready-mixed mortars are supplied in the 
Nottingham district and in parts of Lan- 
cashire. 

Magnesian limestone is burned in Hoff- 
man, pot, or vertical mixed-feed kilns. 
Decomposition takes place in two stages, 
magnesium oxide being formed at a tem- 
perature of about 600 deg. C. and cal- 
cium oxide at about 800 deg. C. To 
burn the lime at an economic rate, the 
latter temperature is usually exceeded by 
a substantial margin. Thus, the mag- 
nesium oxide (magnesia) tends to be over- 
burned and becomes difficult to hydrate. 


Slaking Methods 


Magnesian lime for mortar is gener- 
ally slaked by the method recommended 
by the producers; a large pile of six-seven 
tons of quicklime is hosed with water 
and is then covered with a layer of sand 
about 6in. thick to conserve the heat 
developed during slaking. The experi- 
enced operator adjusts the amount of 
water used, so that the lime slakes to a 
fine, dry powder. The pile is usually 
allowed to remain undisturbed for at 
least 48 hours before it is used; some 





builders prefer to allow it to remain in 
the pile for a week or two. It is then 
often sieved through a coarse screen to 
Temove the larger unslaked particles. 
Commercially prepared, dry hydrated, 
the lime is normally soaked over-night 
before use. In preparing building mor- 
lar, the lime is generally mixed with the 
requisite quantity of sand or boiler ash in 
small roller-pan or edge-runner mills and 
sufficient mortar is mixed for several

Use of Magnesian Lime in Building*

Inquiries and observations relating to the use of magnesian lime for 
building in the Midlands and North of England show that the practice of 
magnesian lime mortars with Portland cement is commonly 
adopted and is not attended by any untoward effects. 
lime mortars in brickwork and plastering is discussed. 


The use of magnesian 


days’ use. The producers of ready mixed 
mortar follow a similar procedure, but 
the lime may be left in the pile for only 
a few hours, and the screening stage may 
be omitted. Grinding the lime with sand 
or ashes disintegrates the lumps of under- 
or over-burned lime. 

However carefully the slaking opera- 
tion may be carried out, magnesian lime 
mortars are prone to contain unhydrated 
magnesia, subsequent hydration of which 
may be accompanied by expansion. In- 
ferring from this that the gauging of mag- 
nesian lime mortars’ with Portland 
cement might accentuate the effects of 
expansion and lead to the development of 
building defects, such as are reported to 
be associated with the use of these lime 
mortars in South Africa and in the 
United States, the Building Research 
Station has hitherto discouraged this 
practice. 


Gauging with Cement 


But it now appears that this stricture 
was unnecessary, for inquiries that have 
been made over the wide area in which 
magnesian limes are distributed in the 
Midlands and North of England have 
shown that magnesian lime mortars, with 
or without the addition of Portland 
cement, have been and are being used in 
the construction of buildings of all kinds 
without giving any significant cause for 
dissatisfaction. | These mortars, with a 
small gauging of Portland cement, are 
also being used for the construction of 
tall chimneys and are reported to be 
found eminently suitable for the purpose. 

In the course of the inquiries, infor- 
mation on current practices was provided 
by numbers of builders and representa- 
tives of local authorities. Lime mortars 
containing one part of lime to three-five 
parts of sand are used in some districts, 
without addition of Portland cement 
except in cold or wet weather. In others, 
1:2:9 and 1:3:12 cement:lime: sand 
mortars are commonly used. Specifica- 
tions vary considerably even within a 
small district. One local authority 
quoted specifications in use in different 
departments ranging from 1:3 cement: 
sand to 1:3:12 cement:lime:sand. 
Ashes are preferred to sand in some 
areas, particularly in Lancashire, where 
there is a large trade in ready mixed 
black mortar, which is said to be pre- 
ferred because it sets harder than a cor- 
responding sand mortar. 

Magnesian lime mortar is not normally 
used below the level of the damp-proof 
course; cement mortar is generally pre- 
ferred. Many builders in the area 
seemed to consider that failure to follow 
the customary method of slaking may 
lead to unsoundness, but they were not 
able to cite places where the effects might 
be observed. In fact, notwithstanding 
the wide scope of the inquiries, only two 
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failures of mortar came to notice, both 
of which were in the lower courses of 
garden walls, where any kind of mortar 
might have been affected. 

Magnesian lime is seldom used for 
plastering, except in the Nottingham area, 
where cement/lime/sand mixes are com- 
monly used for undercoats in kitchens 
and bathrooms and lime/sand mixes in 
other rooms. No expression of dissatis- 
faction was heard there. Elsewhere, few 
of the producers commend the use of 
this lime for plastering. In the course 
of the inquiries, attention was called to 
two cases of severe bulging and cracking 
of magnesian lime plaster, which had 
occurred after an elapse of several years, 
and is thought to have been caused by 
delayed hydration of magnesia. No in- 
formation could be obtained about the 
source of the lime or how it was pre- 
pared, but there was a suggestion that 
lime intended for mortar had inadver- 
tently been used in the plastering mix. 
The plaster had been painted. 

Recent laboratory investigations have 
shown that cement/lime/sand mixes con- 
taining unhydrated magnesia do not ex- 
pand significantly when exposed to moist 
air containing carbon dioxide, but do so 
if carbon dioxide is excluded. This sug- 
gests that painting the plaster at an early 
age may prevent the access of carbon 
dioxide, so that any magnesia present re- 
mains potentially active and can expand 
if moisture subsequently finds its way 
into the plaster. This may explain why 
the failures described occurred after a 
long time, and suggests that there might 
be more scope than is at present realised 
for the use of magnesian lime for plaster- 
ing if painting were omitted or deferred. 
But not enough examples have come to 
notice to elucidate the reason for delayed 
expansion. Further information relat- 
ing to experience bearing on the point 
would be welcomed. 


Experimental Piers 


The field inquiries have also been sup- 
plemented by observations out of doors 
on a range of some 40 experimental piers, 
14in. square by 4ft. 6in. high, built 
with mortars of various compositions, 
using either dense engineering bricks or 
porous bricks of one or two kinds, one, 
a common brick containing a high pro- 
portion of sulphate, the other, -a facing 
brick which is virtually free from sul- 
phate. Most of the piers were kept in a 
very wet condition by filling the hollow 
centre with sand and providing a dished, 
perforated: cap to collect rain water and 
drain it into the sand-filled core. 


Some of the piers were maintained in a 
more normal condition by providing 
weathered, unperforated caps and were 
not filled with sand: no significant ex- 
pansion has yet occurred in any of these. 

Among the piers maintained in a wet 
condition a considerable degree of ex- 
pansion, accompanied by cracking and 
disintegration of the mortar, has occurred 
where 1:3 magnesian lime mortar was 
used in association with either of the two 
kinds of porous bricks, irrespective of 
the presence or absence of sulphate. 
More of this expansion occurred in win- 
ter than in summer. Corresponding piers 
built of dense engineering bricks laid in

the same mortar have not yet expanded 
to any significant extent. Much less ex- 
pansion has occurred in piers of porous 
bricks laid in this type of mortar gauged 
with Portland cement in a 1:2:9 mix, 
and the piers are still sound after two 
winters. This suggests that gauging 
with Portland cement may have an ad- 
vantage in restraining expansion of the 
mortar under wet conditions; it remains 
for further observation to establish how 
permanent the effect may be. 

These trials demonstrate that magne- 
sian lime mortars used in association 
with porous bricks will expand under wet 
conditions. The satisfactory outcome of 
the field inquiries indicates that magne- 
sian lime mortars are not normally used 
in circumstances that are conducive to 
expansion. The results of the trials point 
the need for caution in any contemplated 
departure from the current practices. 

To sum up: The magnesian limes pro- 
duced in this country have been and are 
being used satisfactorily for brickwork in 
straight lime mortars, in mortars gauged 
with Portland cement, and in ash mor- 
tars. Provided the customary precau- 
tions are take in slaking them and the 
current practices attending their use are 
followed, these limes, with or without 
Portland cement, are considered to be no 
less suitable for the purpose than others. 

Plain magnesian lime: sand mortars are 
prone to expansion if used in wet situa- 
tions in association with porous bricks. 
Gauging with Portland cement promises 
to restrain this expansion, but it would 
be premature to vary the current prac- 
tices or to depend on a gauging of cement 
where the conditions of use may be con- 
ducive to expansion. 

Magnesian limes are not widely used 
for plastering. It is suspected that tradi- 
tional difficulties attending their use may 
depend to some extent on whether the 
plaster is painted or not. Until more is 


known of the circumstances in which de- 
layed expansion occurs, it would be in- 
advisable to extend their use for plaster- 
ing beyond those that have been proved 
by experience to give satisfactory results.

RESIDENTIAL CO URSE 
FOR FOREMEN 
Success of South-West Federation's 
Venture 
From a Correspondent 


HE first of a series of week-end residen, 
tial courses for builders’ foremen Was 
launched by the South-Western Federatio, 
of Building Trades Employers on Jyly 19 
when 55 foremen attending were drawn 
from 29 firms operating in Herefordshire 
Gloucestershire, Wiltshire, Somerset and 
Devon. More than 20 applications for Places 
had to be refused, but the South-Western 
Federation has promised that a further 
course will be arranged as early as Possible. 
It has been increasingly recognised during 
recent years that productivity  efficieny 
cannot be achieved without first-class super. 
vision on the part of management, For. 
men, filling key positions between higher 
management and operatives, have important 
responsibilities and should have the oppor 
tunity of meeting their fellows from other 
parts of the country so that they can obtain 
new ideas and in their turn shed light on 
the problems of others. 

To bring about these interchanges of 
views can only be done by giving to the 
foremen the opportunity of relaxing away 
from everyday work so that they can allow 
their minds to dwell on problems without 
those constant interruptions which all 
experience while on the job. This appears 
to have been achieved in the delightful 
surroundings of Cowley Manor, near 
Cheltenham. 

The course opened with the chairman of 
the course, MR. GEOFFREY ORCHARD, MIOB, 


past-president of the South-Western 
Federation, introducing Mr. R. W. 
WHITTINGTON, MIOB (Southampton), who 


quickly captured the attention of his aud: 
ence with his lecture on ‘The Foreman and 
the Principles of Management.’ 

Though Saturday morning brought 2 
steady downpour of rain, any gloom present 
was quickly dispersed by Mk. B. J. Ast: 
WELL, MC, ARIBA, who had taken as the 
subject for his lecture ‘The Foreman and 
the Architect.’

Stationing of Caravans at 
{ddlestone : Minister Dismisses 
Appeals 


THe Minister of Housing and Local 
Government has dismissed appeals by 
yr, R. Mann against the refusal of Chertsey 
{rban District Council, acting on behalf of 
guey County Council, to grant planning 

mmission for stationing 196 caravans at 

Brackendene Farm, Woburn Hill, Addle- 
gone, and a further 60 caravans and the 
section of water closets on part of the same 
land. 

In a report to Surrey County Planning 
Committee, the Ministry recalled that on 
August 14, 1956, the Minister dismissed the 
appeal relating to the proposed camp for 232 
caravans at the farm, stating that it would be 
wong to permit such a major intrusion 
of development into this important part of 
the Metropolitan Green Belt. Since then a 
caravan camp had been laid out, without 
planning permission, on part of the former 
appeal site and at the time of the inquiry into 
the present appeal there were 178 caravans 
on the land, 

The report stated that similar arguments 
were advanced at the inquiry on behalf of 
both the council and the appellant to those 
made in connection with the previous appeal. 
Itwas emphasised on behalf of the appellant 
that permission was required only for a 
limited period and that if the appeals were 
dismissed the 178 families living on the site 
would be rendered homeless. 

Continuing, the report, which was a copy 

of a letter sent to Mr. Mann’s solicitors, 
sid; ‘The Minister strongly deprecates the 
action of your client in introducing caravans 
on to the land notwithstanding the dismissal 
of your appeal in 1956, and in permitting 
the number to increase steadily in spite of the 
Council’s rejection of your later applications. 
He is unable to find any reason that would 
justify his taking a different view on the pre- 
sent appeals and he would point out that re- 
sponsibility for any hardship to the caravan 
residents arising from the necessity to leave 
the land, is primarily that of your client in 
having permitted them to come on the land 
in defiance of the refusal of planning per- 
mission.’ 
The clerk of the committee, Mr. J. H. N. 
Bourn, said that the caravans were still on 
the land and the authority would now pro- 
ceed with enforcement acticn in the magis- 
trates’ court, 


Service Road Construction : 
Builders’ Appeal Succeeds 
MEssRs. Frank Hickman and Co., 
“~~ Ltd., were successful in their appeal 
ata recent Ministry of Housing inquiry 
against conditions imposed by Leicestershire 
County Council that a service road should 
be constructed fronting houses and bunga- 
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lows which the firm desired to build in 
Fairfield-road, Market Harborough. 

At the inquiry it was stated that the 
County Council wanted the service road in 
the interests of road safety and desired it 
to be laid down behind the highway 
boundary hedge with only two points of 


; access to Fairfield-road, one at each end of 
p the service road. The appellants stated that 


there was no likelihood of the traffic in 
Fairfield-road, which was extremely light, 
increasing in the future. A service road 
would mean adding £180 to the cost of each 
plot. 

Giving his decision, the Minister states 
that he notes that Fairfield-road is 
17 ft. 6 in. wide, with very wide grass verges 
and that the proposed building line lies 
30 ft. behind the boundary hedge. Traffic is 
light and there is a clear view in both direc- 
tions. In consequence, he considers that the 
provision of a service road is unnecessary. 

The Minister accordingly grants per- 
mission for the development at Fairfield- 
road, Market Harborough, for residential 
purposes subject to the condition that the 
siting, design and external appearance of the 
buildings and the layout of the site shall 
be as may be agreed with the local planning 
authority, or in default of agreement, as 
shall be determined by the Minister. 
GREEN BELT PRESERVATION 

Flaws in the System 

WHAT he described as flaws in the sys- 

tem for preserving the Green Belt 
were discussed by Sir JocELYN Bray at a 
meeting of the Shere and District Rural Pre- 
servation Society on July 12. Stating that 
he felt sure his views reflected the considered 
opinion of Surrey County Council, the 
South West Area sub-committee and Guild- 
ford Rural District Council, Sir Jocelyn, who 
recently became a vice-president of the 
Society, made two important points, one re- 
garding the Ministry over-ruling the planning 
authority, and the other on the subject of 
agricultural development. 

There had been two or three ‘ glaring 
cases,’ he said, of ‘ most ultra-modern plans’ 
being rejected by the local planning authority 
but succeeding in an appeal to the Ministry. 
He understood that the Ministry’s explana- 
tion was that they found it difficult to re- 
fuse planning permission to plans by ‘ com- 
petent architects.” That, said Sir Jocelyn, 
was ‘absolute nonsense’ and the only pos- 
sible criterion was the suitability of the par- 
ticular site, 

The other point that he made was that 
since 1947, agricultural buildings had been 
exempted from the scope of planning per- 
mission. ‘Nobody, he declared, ‘*sym- 
pathises with agriculture more than I do, but 
in view of the hideous erections of concrete 


barns and other farm buildings, it should , 


be seriously considered whether agricultural 
buildings should be taken out of the cate- 
gory of permitted development. 

Mr. S. L. G. BeauFoy, CBE, FRIBA, 
P-PTPI, Director of Technical Services 
(Planning) to the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government, who gave a paper on 
‘Green Belts: Preservation and Progress,’ 
referred to Sir Jocelyn’s points in his talk. 
He agreed that some of the agricultural 
buildings which had been built without plan- 
ning permission were ‘pretty hideous,’ but 
there was a certain amount of co-operation 
between farmers and local planning authori- 
ties. He could give no promises, he said, 
but the Ministry were ‘bearing it in mind.’ 

On the question of designs by * competent 
architects,’ he said there must be freedom 
for experiment. The design for ‘a battle- 
ship’ (the term used by Sir Jocelyn in his 
reference to development in Hook Lane, 
Shere) might have got through, but many 
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were refused. It would be easier if they were 
all ‘ gems of architecture,’ but no two per 
sons could agree. 

In the course of his talk Mr. Beaufoy out- 
lined the problems involved in planning the 
Green Belt. There was much on the black 
side of planning, he said, but it was worth 
remembering that planning powers had only 
been in existence for 14 years, so that, really, 
the surprising thing was that more damage 
had not been done. 

Preservation of the Green Belt, he- said, 
depended above all on the local authorities. 
It needed conviction and strong administra- 
tion on their part and constant vigilance on 
the part of amenities’ bodies like their 
Society. Sir Lionel Heald, MP, presided 
over the meeting.

subsidiary of the South African firm of the 
same name, are to build a factory in Salis- 
bury at a cost of £100,000 to manufacture 
their products. . . . Mr. Andre Coyne has 
been appointed Consultant for the Kyle 
Dam project near Fort Victoria. 
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Progress at Glenrothes 


QTEADY progress has been maintained 

in the new town of Glenrothes which 
has now achieved the erection of the first 
section of its town centre as well as the 
opening of several schools. The latest pro- 
gress report shows that 2,075 houses have 
been completed, 1,750 by the Corporation, 
314 by Fife County Council and 11 by 
independent interests. A further 370 are 
under construction. 

Public building progress has kept pace 
and there are now 33 shops, two banks, 147 
lock-ups and three halls. One small in- 
dustrial unit, two primary schools, one 
nursery school and ong major secondary 
school have been completed and a new 
Roman Catholic primary is proposed. On 
the recreational side the Corporation has 
completed seven playgrounds, three football 
pitches and one small public park. There is 
at present under construction a_ sports 
pavilion, 

The National Coal Board is interested in 
this new town since it was designed largely 
to meet the needs of the expanding Fife coal- 
field and they have completed a bowling 
green, two tennis courts and a small pavilion. 
They are at present constructing a com- 
munity centre including a hall to hold 420 
people. 


Private Buildings 


Private building within the area has con- 
tributed a church and church hall, a savings 
bank and a public house. A telephone ex- 
change and a Roman Catholic church are 
under construction and proposals have been 
advanced for a cinema. 

On the industrial side the new town has at 
present under construction a new creamery 
for the Scottish Milk Marketing Board and 
a light engineering factory of 50,000 sq. ft. 
for a mining machinery company. Another 
light engineering factory of 20,400 sq. ft. is 
presently being designed. 

This gives an indication of the gradual 
emergence of the new town on a rounded 
basis with amenities keeping pace with the 
erection of houses. So far the town has 12.5 
miles of completed roads and another 1.89 
miles under construction. It has also com- 
pleted 16.7 miles of sewers with a further 
2.32 miles under construction. 

The most spectacular achievement to date 
has been the completion of the Auchmuty 
Secondary School, one of the finest examples 
of modern design and construction achieved 
in Scotland in recent years and a fitting unit 
for the new town. Main contractors for the 
school were Charles Gray (Builders), Ltd., 
of Dundee, and cost was in the region of 
£240,000. Mr. Peter Tinto, ARIBA, Chief 
Architect and Planning Officer to Glenrothes 
Development Corporation designed the 


school at the request of Fife County Coun- 
cil. 

The new Auchmuty town centre is now 
well established with the first group of shops 
in use and further work developing on the 
site.

EDINBURGHW’S ROYAL 
MILE 


Reconstruction Nearly Complete 





y. Closing date 





(From a Correspondent) 


AN outstanding piece of reconstruction 
ss is approaching completion in Edin- 
burgh where the Corporation’s programme 
for development of the Canongate Toll. 
booth area is now bearing fruit. The 
Royal Mile, from Edinburgh Castle to the 
Palace of Holyroodhouse, is interwoven 
with much of Scotland’s history, and is a 
natural lure for the hundreds of thousands 
of tourists who visit the city annually. 

Its decrepit condition over the inter-war 
years resulted in a decision to proceed with 
reconstruction when opportunity permitted, 
and this came after the last war. The 
essential aspect of the work was that the 
massive stonework of the tall tenement 
blocks, once the homes of the Scottish 
nobility, should be preserved in the interests 
of authenticity; but that the less suitable 
housing should be renewed on modern lines. 
This has now been successfully achieved 
after some years of work; the upper houses 
have been reduced in number, rebuilt, and 
made completely modern, while the front- 
ages have been maintained. 

One important change has been made in 
the process of rebuilding, in the inclusion 
at ground level of a group of attractive 
shops, all suitably laid out inside on modern 
lines but externally designed to present a 
bow-windowed appearance to the world. In 
some parts of the reconstruction colonnades 
have been incorporated. 

The pre-war work in this area, including 
the reconstruction of properties such as 
Huntly House, Acheson House and Glad- 
stone’s Lands, are now valuable assets to the 
city and the nation. The latest work in the 
Canongate Tollbooth area began in Septem- 
ber, 1953, and involves a_ considerable 
number of separate properties, many of 
them famous and owned by various 
interests. The Corporation has been active 
in acquiring and marrying such interests to 
allow the work to proceed and has played 
a notable part in preparing the master plan 
which will allow the revival of this area. 

At Gladstone’s Court a new frontage of 
shops has been added; Bibleland and other 
adjoining sections are being reconstructed; 
Morocco Land and Chassel’s Court, 
Golfer’s Land, Cadell House, Shoemaker’s 
Land and many other well known parts are 
involved in this major recovery. The new 
frontages preserve all the solid, austere 
beauty of the older Scottish architecture, 
but they incorporate new facilities so that 
buildings varying from 300 to 400 years of 
age are now the shell of completely con- 
temporary homes. 

This revival of the Royal Mile is part of 
a wider programme in Edinburgh aimed at 
retaining the central areas as housing areas.
